From  100  to  500  at  100  rates, 
and  500  or  more  at  1,000  rates. 

We  guarantee  our  customers  against  wilful  or  intentional  substitution  of  vari- 
eties, but  if  for  any  reason  any  tree  or  plant  should  prove  to  be  untrue  to  label,  we 
will  replace  the  same  free  of  charge  or  refund  the  purchase  price,  but  we  shall  not 
be  held  for  any  sum  greater  than  the  amount  we  received  for  same.

Cut  off  all  bruised  ends  of  roots  and  two-thirds  of  the  top.  Plant  deep,  as  soon 
as  received,  with  the  roots  spread  out  and  earth  packed  tight  around  them,  or  at 
least  heel  them  in  the  ground  until  ready  for  planting,  and  cultivate  them  for  at 
least  four  years  afterwards. 

Fruit  will  not  be  cheaper  until  farm  orchards  are  restored  and  taken  care  of. 
Homes  will  not  increase  in  value  or  become  real  homes  from  their  additional  beauty 
until  the  plantings  are  made.

How  to  Plant  a Hedge 

The  Hedge  that  you  are  about  to  plant  should  be  intended  for  a definite  purpose,  which  may  be  for  a bound- 
ary line  next  to  the  neighbor;  it  may  be  for  a screen  to  the  rear  of  the  property  or  as  a windbreak;  it  can  be  for 
the  ornamentation  it  will  give  the  side  of  the  lawn  or  the  border  of  a walk  or  drive  and  lastly  it  give*  y°u  fine 
service  if  it  keeps  from  your  lawn  the  intruders  that  trample  the  grass  plots,  the  flower  beds  and  other  spots  you 
wish  to  be  kept  sacred  with  privacy.  Determine  its  location  and  dig  a ditch  16  inches  wide  and  the  same  depth. 
Pill  this  ditch  one-half  full  of  rich  garden  earth,  and  on  this  set  your  plants  in  a straight  line  right  down  the 
-center  of  the  ditch  and  fill  the  trench  with  well  pulverized  soil  and  thoroughly  water  so  as  to  settle  the  soil  among 
the  roots  of  the  plants.  When  the  earth  has  settled,  fill  the  trench  to  a rounding  fullness  and  place  oil  both 
sides  of  the  hedge  a covering  or  mulch  of  about  two  inches  of  well-rotted  animal  manure,  and  your  Hedge 
WILL  SUCCEED.  „ . , „ . 

All  wide-growing  and  weeping  Hedges  like  Barberry  Thungbergn,  Ibota  Privet,  Spireas,  Altheas,  rlosa 
Rugosa  and  many  other  suitable  plants,  should  be  of  but  one  row  and  the  plants  set  from  12  to  24  inches  apart, 
according  to  the  size  of  the  plants  used. 

All  Hedge  Plants  having  an  erect  habit  of  growth,  like  California  Privet  and  Amoor  River  Privets,  should 
be  set  in  the  trench  in  two  row3,  about  six  inches  apart,  and  in  each  of  these  rows  set  the  plants  about  12 
inches  apart,  so  that  in  looking  through  the  Hedge,  the  plants  appear  zig-zag.  This  gives  you  a plant  to  each 
six  inches  of  the  length  of  the  hedge  and  assures  a solid  wall  of  Privets  and  one  that  more  quickly  comes  to 
the  age  of  completion  and  service  and  ready  to  be  molded  with  the  shears  to  any  size  or  shape  you  may  desire.
